To my children: 
At this time when we are all 
together* having met here for 
the purpose of making a partial 
division among you, of the fruits 
of many long years of toil 
and 
hardship spent in the acoumlation 
of the property that your father 
and myself had at the date of 
his death,^and while the know­ 
ledge of your father’s unselfish 
devotion to you and his untiring 
energy that he always directed to 
try and use for the benefit of his 
children is now fresh and upper­ 
most in your minds, I feel 
that 
although you may not actually 
need it, it is not amiss on my 
part at this time to offer to you 
a few words of admonition and 
advice. 
I desire to say that 
I am 
prompted to do this, by 
what 
I feel is my sacred duty to you, 
and the particular matters that J 
desire to eall your attention to 
are brought to my mind by rea­ 
son of the faot that all these mat­ 
ters were for the many long years

To the Farmers and Merchants 
of Comanche couty: 


At the request, and in behalf 
of the Farmers Congress, it gives 
me great pleasure to urge you » 
wherever you can, to use cotton 
goods for wraping purposes and 
otherwise. 
It has been pointed 
out that if the -merchants who 
handle cotton will insist upon 
same being 
wrapped 
in cotton 
bagging instead of jute it will 
have a material effect upon cot­ 
ton being used for that purpose. 
The effect of 
this 
movement 
would greatly increase the de­ 
mand for cotton, and would tend 
to increaae the price of the far­ 
mers’ most staple product in this 
state. 


It would so increase the d e ­ 
mand for the lower grades 
of 
cotton such as would be used 
for that purpose, as to increase 
the earnings of the Texas farm ­ 
er very materially and would, at 
the same time, 
benefit every 
merchant in Texas. 
It is a truth 
so self-evident 
that 
whatever 
helps the farmers helps the m er­ 
chants, no argument is required 
to establish the fact. 
The f a r m ­ 
er is our most valuable customer, 
not alone for what we sell him 
but for what he sells us.

By aid­ 
ing him to create a wider range 
of market for the most staple 
products in Texas we will, it is 
hoped, aid in the return to the 
farm of so many of the people 
who have “ moved to town” be­ 
cause they found growing cotton 
to be unprofitable.

of this exodus 
from the farm, 
which is growing alarming, is 
one of the threatening signs of 
the social and moral decay.

Commoner, back in 1896 at the 
memorable Chicago convention 
we have limited the term “ busi­ 
ness m an’’ too muoh.

fort is tilling the soil is as much 
a business man as is the one of 
you who owns the largest store 
in any of our larger cities. 
De­ 
stroy the city, and it will spring 
up again as if by magic; let the 
flames consume

Proposed Amendment To The 
State Constitution Creating The 
O ffice Of Prison Commissioner 
And Making The Term Of O f­ 
fice Of The Board Of Prison 
Commis* loners Six Years. 


(H. J. R. No. 22) House J oint R eb 
GLU SION. 
A Joint Resolution proposing to 
amend Article XVI of the State Con­ 
stitution by adding thereto Section 58, 
creating the office of Prison Commis­ 
sioners, and making the term of office 
of the members of the Hoard of Prison 
Oammisslonera six years, and making 
an appropriation. 
Be it resolved by the Legisla­ 
ture o f the State of Texas' 
SECTION I. That Article XVI of the 
Constitution of the State of Texas be 
amended by adding thereto a new sec­ 
tion which shall be known as Section 
•5ft and shall read as follows: 
Section 58. 
(Article XVI.) 
The 
Board 
of 
Prison 
Commissioners 
charged by law with the control and 
management of the State Prisons shall 
be composed of three members a p ­ 
pointed by the Governor, bv and with 
the consent of the Senate, and whose 
terms of office shall be six years, or 
until their successors are appointed 
and qualifieds provided that the terms 
of office of the Board of Prison Com­ 
missioners first appointed after the 
adoption of this amendment shall be­ 
pill on January 20th of the year fol­ 
lowing the adoption of this amend­ 
ment, and shall hold office as follows: 
one shall serve two years, one four 


to a vote of the qualified electors for 
the members of the legislature, at the 
next general election to be held in this 
State, at which election all voters fa­ 
voring said 
proposed 
amendment 
bhall have printed or written ou their 
ballots: “ For tile amendment of A rti­ 
cle IO of the Constitution of the State 
of Texas regulating the term of office 
of the Board of Regents of the State 
University, and other Boards 
of 
Trustees, or Managers, heretofore or 
hereafter established by law ." 
And 
all voters opposed to said amendment 
shall have printed or written on their 
ballots 
the words: 
“ Against the 
amendment of Article 16 of the Con­ 
stitution of the state of Texas, regula- 
ing the term of office of the Board of 
Regents of the State University, and 
other Boards of Trustees, or Man a- 
agers, heretofore or hereafter estab­ 
lished by law.

SECTION I. That Section 5 of Arti­

Cities having more than 
five thousand (5000) inhabitants may, 
by a majority vote of the qualified 
voters of said city, at an election held 
for that purpose, adopt or amend their 
charters, subject to such limitations 
as may be prescribed by the Legisla ­ 
ture, and providing that no charter 
or any ordinance passed under said 
charter shall contain any provision 
inconsistent with the Constitution of 
the State, or of the general laws enac­ 
ted by the Legislature of this State; 
said cities may levy, assess and col­ 
lect such taxes as may be authorize! 
by law’ or by their charters; but no tax 
for any purpose shall ever be lawful 
for any one year, which shall exceed 
two and one-half per cent of the tax­ 
able property of such city, and no

All things were made bi 
Him, and without Him was not any­ 
thing made that was made.“—Correct­ 
ed Translation. 
(John I, 1-3) S t Paul 
declares that all things are of the Fa­ 
ther and all things are bv the Son. 
(I Corinthians viii, 0.) In harmony with 
the Father's Plan, the Logos, the Son 
of God. who was rich, became poor; 
exchanging H is spirit nature for the 
human nature, that H e might die “the 
Just for the unjust” to reconcile us to 
God. 
This humbling to human nature 
was necessary because it w as a man 
who had sinned and only a man could 
redeem man.

Answer.—In the experiences of those 
rendered unconscious by 
blows, 
by 
drowning alm ost to the point of death. 
or by various other means, the univer­ 
sal testim ony is that they have been 
in a condition void of knowledge or 
realization. 
Their minds becam e a 
blank exactly sim ilar to the conditions 
relaUng 
to 
sleep. 
Throughout 
the 
Scriptures, the condition of death is 
likened to that of sleep. 
(Psalm xiii, 
3; Daniel xii, 2; Acts vU. GO; I Corin­ 
thians iv . IS.) 
The old Pagan Idea of 
a 
condition 
of 
consciousness 
after 
death, is absolutely contrary to the 
teachings of the Bible, which declare 
In unequivocal term s that “the dead 
know not anything " 
(Ecclesiastes ix, 5, 
IO.) 
The condition of death would 
mean annihilation if It were not for 
the fact that Christ died to redeem the 
race. 
(I Corinthians iv , 18.) 
As the 
result of Christ’s redemptive work, ull 
are to be awakened from their graves 
and come forth (not from heaven, hell, 
or purgatory). 
It is the soul, the con­ 
scious, intelligent being, and not the 
body, that Is coming forth from the 
tomb, the sleep o f death, for it w as the 
soul 
that died, fell 
asleep.—Ezekiel 
xviii. 4. 20; Acts iii, 23; Psalm cxlvL 4.

Christ and H is Bride, 
the Church, the saints gathered out 
from the world during the nineteen 
centuries of the Gospel Age. are to be 
seated upon thrones and to reign dur 
lng that thousand years 
(Verse 4 > 
They surely would not reign over each 
other, and the Scriptures declare that 
they will reign on the earth (Revelation 
v. IOi over the 
world of mankind 
(Daniel vli. 27>. 
The object of this 
great reign of The Christ is to give to 
the entire race of mankind a full, com 
plete opportunity of salvation; and all 
who will accept of the Lord s grace 
and kindness upon the conditions of 
loyalty and obedience. shall be blessed 
and restored to eternal life.

All Intelligent people who are awake 
to the situation, recognize that the hu­ 
man rnee in place of evolving to hign- 
er conditions is rapidly devolving to 
lower ones, mentally, morally, and 
physically.

The fact th at we are 
living in the day of steam-power and 
electric light, the telegraph, telephone, 
phonograph, etc., does not prove, as 
some assume, that we are more brainy 
than our forefathers. 
As a matter of 
fact, statistics show tliat our race In 
most civilised lands is steadily deterio­ 
rating. 
Announcement 
has 
recently 
been made that the bat manufacturers 
of Great Britain notice th at the de­ 
mand for smaller hats has been increas­ 
ing and the demand for larger bats de­ 
creasing, as shown by their records for 
years back. 
The Evolution Theory, 
which is directly opposed to the Bible 
teaching of man's creation, has helped 
to give the impression th at the won 
derful inventions of our day are the 
result of evolution—that a little way 
back our forefathers were In a class 
akin to the monkey. 
W hat are the 
facts? 
If we look for poets, where 
shall we find them? Have we today, 
In this so-calhMl “Brain Age,” auy one 
to match the poet Shakespeare, or 
the Psalmist, or Job? The Great P.\r 
amid of Egypt is one of the evi­ 
dences of the skill of the ancients, 
which those of Evolution fame would 
have us think were mere uneducated 
monkeys.

On Thursday evening, July 18th 
at six o'clock, one more of the old 
Ex-Confederate 
soldiers 
who 
served the entire time of four 
long and bloody 
years fighting 
for what they believed to be right 
and just, was called to solve the 
mysteries of the Great Beyond, 
from which no traveler shall e ’er 
return. 
Mr. Woolley died at his home 
near Lamkin, Ju ly 18 at which 
place he had lived 28 years. 
He 
has always had excellent health 
up to about 12 months*ago, when 
a cancer began forming in 
his 
mouth, which was the cause of 
his death. 
He had been 
con­ 
fined 
to his 
bed 
nearly two 
months prior to 
his death, 
was 
conscious and able to speak above 
a whisper up to about 3 days be­ 
fore he died. 
He bore his afflic­ 
tions without a murmur or com­ 
plaint and stated long before the 
summons came, that he was ready 
and willing to die, 
He 
had 
known some time 
before 
his 
death that be could not get well, 
as he made his will about three 
months ago w ithout anyone but 
his wife’s knowledge of it, and 
requested that Mr. J. D. Bonner 
of Comanche, Texas, assist h e f in 
executing it. 
Mr. Woolley lived 
to be 69 years 4 months and 24 
days old and was always a man 
of resolute and a 
determined 
nature in whatever he attempted 
to do, which made his character 
all the more admirable. 
He left 
a wife and family of six children 
four daughters and two sons all 
of whom were present at his, 
death. 
He has 24 grand-children ' 
and two great>grand-children.
